YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


LETTERKENNY BREACH 
CASE. 


£600 DAMAGES, 


Before Mr. Justice Sullivan and a city 
common jury, an .cti-n came on for hearing, 
in wc! Miss Mary McDermott, of Carna- 
nugegh, Letterkenny, claimed damages 
against Francis John Swee , publican and 
general grocer, of Illistrin, terkenny, for 
alle breach of oe of marriage. 

The defendant denied the promise to marry 
the plaintiff, | said <.at the plaintiff's 
claim was Statute barred. 

Mr. FE SE hanna, K.C., Mr. Wood, K.C., 
and Mr. W. F. McCoy (instructed by Mr. J. 
R. Lynn), a red for the plaintiff; and

Mr. Wood, K.C., opening the case for the 
plaintiff, said that the parties had known each 
other from infancy, and for some couple, of 
years prior to March, 1919, they had been 

eeping company, although the plaintiff was 
very young at the time. The defendant, him- 
mi — ne Fé sg The plaintifí's 
ather obj to defendant keeping com- 
te with the rl, and on the 12th March, 

919, the defendant came to her father’s 
house, and, as the sult of a conversation 
between them, the defendant arranged to 
marry the plaintiff, but as she was so youn 
the marriage was not to take place unti 
about five years afterwards. The defendant 
had an aunt, about ninety years old, who 
owned a publjchouse, so that in all likelihood 
he would obtain a competence. At the end 
of April, proceeded counsel, the defendant 
seduced the plaintiff, and she bore him a 
child in the month of December of that year. 
He saw her during the months of April, May, 
June, July, and part of August, and then 
went to Glasgow, and while there he wrote 
her letters, and in th : letters there was 
absolute corroboration of what counsel had 
told the jury. When the defendant came 
back, about March, 1920, the plaintiff's 
father saw him, and he again promised to 
throw the cloak of marriage around the girl. 

Counsel read letters which the defendant, 
he said, had written to the plaintiff. On the 
2nd May he wrote asking her, for God's sake, 
not to let her people know how she was, on 
account of his promising in her father’s house 
to marry her, and saying—‘ Of course, we 
shall soon be one anyhow.’ On the 20th 
December, 1919, the defendant wrote to the 
plaintiff from Glasgow, stating that he knew 
a woman who would take the child and keep 
it for them. “ For God's sake,” he wrote, 
“don’t tell anybody I told you to take 
medicine.”” The defendant did not appear at 
Carnanugagh that Christmas, but he came 
home in March. He again promised to sm 
the plaintiff, but the five years had passed, 
and had not done so. 

The plaintiff was examined by Mr. Wood, 
éc. and stated that when she told him how 
sh& was he wanted her to go to a home: He 
told her that he would get her medicine, if 
she would take it. She refused to take it. 
On the 23rd March, 1920, when her father saw 
him, the defendant said that his word was as 
good that year as it was last year. 
and that he would marry her at the end of 
the time he promised. He went away to 
Glasgow again, and in March, 1921, he had 
returned, and when the plaintiff spoke to him 
on the street he ordered her off the street like 
a dog. 

Gacs-emenined by Mr. Lardner, K.C., the 
plaintiff denied that the child was born on 
the 28th March, 1920. The defendant promised 
to marry her before he took advantage of her. 

Bernard McDermott, father of the plaintiff, 


defendant, in his presence, promised to marry 
the plaintiff in the course of five years, when 
he would succeed to his aunt property. 
After the child was born an action was 
brought against the defendant, who paid £40 
into court with his defence, and the witness 
took it out. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lardner, K.C., 
witness said that he had heard that the de- 
fendant had married a woman in Glasgow in 
1922, and that the woman had been convicted 
of bigamy; but he did not believe all that he 
heard. 

Mr. Lardner, K.C., addressed the jury on 
behalf of the defendant. He said that his 
client was a young man who had been living 
with his mother, and was employed as a 
labourer prior to 1914, when, in October, he 
joined the Royal Garrison Artillery at 
Omagh. He went right through the war, and 
was discharged in 1919 with a character. 
He won the Military Medal, Mons Star, 
the General Service Medal and the Victory 
Medal—not a bad record. It was admitted 
that been impropriety between the 
plaintiff and the defendant, but the defendant 
never promised to marry the girl, and he 
would tell them that this case was a con- 
spiracy to get money out. of him when he had 
come into a little property.

A full capital account of the estate 
had been sent to vad FitzGerald Arnott 
every year, as well as the income account for 
each year, showing every penny of disburse- 
ments. They were furnished to her and to 
every beneficiary under the will interested in 
the estate. The defendant was permitted to 
send an accountant to the Jrish Times office, 
where the accounts were kept, and he was 
allowed to investigate the accounts for the 
last twenty-five years. 

Counsel, continuing, said that three judges 
had decided that the defendant had wilfully 
and without reasonable cause impeded and 
obstructed the ings in connection with 
the administration of the estate. In nine cases 
out of ten she refused to sign documents 
because Sir John Arnott did not sign first. 
The defendant, in her defence, stated that she 
had not been guilty of ligence and had 
not refused to perform her duties as trustee ; 
that she had not refused to sign cheques, and 
that she had not caused delay in the adminis- 
tration of the estate; that, on the contrary, 
she had, by vigilance and attention, saved the 
trust estate from loss and delay, and that she 
Ni further information to enable her to 
fully understand the different documents and 
transactions. There was nothing, Mr. Brown 
said, that she complained about that was not 
on the face of the accounts. 

Mr. Brown read to the Court the evidence 
of Sir John Arnott taken on commission at 
his residence (owing to sea] and remarked 
that it was ii úis taken by Mr. Norman 
Keough. 

Mr. A. A. Hall, Secretary to the TrísA 
Timea, Ltd., was examined; also Mr. J. 
Harold Pim (Messrs. Stokes Bros. and Pim), 
by whom the accounts of the estate were 
audited. He said that the accounts were 
accurate, and were not in any way inadequate, 
misleading or illusory. 

This closed the case for the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Jellett proceeded to open the case for 
the defendant, and referred to j ents of 
the late Master of the Rolls (Sir Andrew 
Porter) in 1898 and 1904, and said that it was 
obvious from the judge's remarks that Lady 
FitzGerald Arnott was entitled to obtain 
information as to t was night or wron 
in respect to anything which she was ask 
to do before she did it. Counsel said that 
information was repeatedly asked by Lady 
FitzGerald Arnott and her solicitors, and it 
was refused, with the result that legal pro- 
ceedings were threatened, and on one or two 
occasions, at least, documents were ultimately 
signed by her under protest. His client was 
a trustee of her husband's will, but Sir John, 
under the terms of the will, was in the posi- 
tion of the active trustee and of knowing 
everything about what should, or should not, 
be done in connection with the estate, while 
she knew nothing about it. 

At this stage the case was adjourned ti!! 
to-day.

KILKENNY FARMER'S CASE. 


Before Mr. Justice Meredith, Mr. Tobias 
(instructed by Messrs. Harris and Greene) 
applied on behalf of Richard Garrett and 
Sons, Ltd., of Suffolk, England, engineers, for 
an order that Martin Egar, of Ballyspellan, 
Johnstown, Co. Kilkenny, farmer, be com- 
mitted to prison for contempt of Coutt. An 
action had been brought for the recovery ol 
£101 16s. 2d. due to the plaintiffs by the 
defendant. An order was made on the 28th 
April last whereby the defendant was ordered 
to pay to the plaintifis the sum of £109 
18s. lid. by instalments, the first instalment 
of £56 to be paid on or before the 15th May, 
1924, and the defendant had disobeyed that 
order. 

The defendant was called, but did not ap- 
pear, and Mr. Justice Meredith granted a 
writ of attachment unless the defendant 
showed cause in Court within a week. 


Books of the Week. 


SIXTEENTH CENTURY POPES, 
Pastor's “History of the Popes” is a 


work which we have been using for many 


with ever-increasing admiration. 
The author gives us more information and 
more insight than any other historian of 
the Papacy. As scholars know, he begins 
jis masterly book with the year 1305, and 
the thirteenth volume covers the period 
from 1550 to 1555. There is a bibliography 
which makes it that the author 
spared no trouble in consulting the pub- 
lished and the unpublished sources. In 
fact, this constitutes the main value of 
these volumes. We have new fact after 
new fact duly set forth in a form which 
renders them easy reading. Dr. Pastor is, 
in truth, a fair-minded historian. He sets 
down what tells against his “Roman 
Catholic position as well as what tells in 
its favour, and then he sums up on behalf 
of his own side. 

The days of the Popes who were mere 
lay sovereigns wearing clerical robes had 

ne. The author excels in drawing the 
characters of both his chief and his sub- 
ordinate personages. Peasant Julius IL 
had been, and peasant he remained in all 
his tastes. An admirer might say that he 
was of a sanguine temperament, but Dr. 
Pastor puts the point plainly when he 
tells us that the new Pope, Julius HI., 
had moods, changing with unexpected 
rapidity, expressing himself in unpre- 
meditated words and premature declara- 
tions. He had the qualities of goodness 
and mildness, but he had also the qualities 
of inconstancy and changeableness. As 
Dryden remarked of a similar public man, 
he was everything by turns and nothing 
long. This was grave in 1550: for what 
was wanted then was a statesman capable 
of taking long views. Julius III. was 
mhire Ses: | incapable of taking such 
views. He was eloquent, he was cultured, 
he was musical and he was learned in 
jurisprudence. A statesman he was not, 
and a statesman he did not become. 

In 1545 the Council of Trent had begun 
its first meeting, and it was a Council 
which. reformed the Roman Catholic 
Church every whit as thoroughly as the 
Reformation got rid of the abuses of the 
Church of England. No two men could be 
more different than the two who bore the 
same name—Julius II. and Julius IIT. 
Dr. Pastor reveals the dependence of 
Julius III. on the Imperialists and his 
dependence on the Spaniards. He admits 
that the P 


making war on Ottavio Farnese, the con- 
sequences of which caused him frightful 
injury. “It is also undeniable,” urges 
the anthor, “that the Pope by no means 
drew the correct inferences from the ex- 


ceedingly grave position in which the 


Church was placed by the serious defection 
in the North ; he never sufficiently realised 


how greatly the times had changed. The 
Church, already bleeding from a thousand 


wounds, was daily receiving new blows 


from incensed enemies and undutiful 
children. Julius III. gave the painful im- 
—— that, instead of retiring within 


imself in prayer and contemplation, he 


gave himself up in a more ingenious 


manner, like the great nobles of the Re- 


naissance period, to the amusements of 


comedies, ‘court jesters and card-playing. 


The ‘ Hilaritas publica’ which one of his 


medals extols was not in place at a time 
when the faithful Catholic chronicler, 
Johann Oldecop, had this “yg — 

laced on his house in Hildesheim: ‘ Duty 
™ ceased, the Church is convulsed, the 
clergy has gone astray, the devil rules, 
simony prevails, the Word of God remains 
for all eternity.’’’ Neither Leo X. nor 
Julius III. realised in the faintest degree 
the seriousness of the defection of the 
North in general and of England in par- 
ticular 

The last chapter but one of this im- 
portant volume is concerned with the rela- 
tion of Julius III. to letters and art, and 
the author has not the least difficulty in 
showing what magnificent services the Pope 
rendered to both. Humanists like Galeazzo 
Florimonte, Romolo Amaseo and Paolo 
Sadoleto readily found appointments in 
his Chancery. Some of these humanists 
might be pagan in their thought and ex- 
pression, but they were fine Latinists. 
Julius ITT. collected a library of his own, 


committed a fatal mistake 
when he allowed himself to be led into 


Secretary and Editor of the Society 
ve composed a history of the century's 
work for animals—an exceedin in- 
Feise volume, well written and well 
. In a foreword the Prince of 
ales, who is President of the Society, 
remarks , “though it may, be 
that the man who protects an ani from 
ill-treatment acts solely with the object of 
befriending the animal, yet none the less 
his kindly reacts on his own 
character and makes him a better citizen.’ 
An “Ode on Compassion”’ is contributed 
by Mr. Thomas Hardy. . 
As we read the early chapters oí this 
book. describing the brutal sports of bull- 
baiting, bear-baiting and so on, which 
flouris a hundred years ago, and read, 
too, of the mockery with which the 
Society was met, even in Parliament, when 
seeking to put an end to them, we are at 
once surprised that such conditions pre- 
vailed so comparatively recently, and filled 
with admiration at the magnitude of the 
Society's achievement. Not merely have 
many vile pursuits been put down for 
ever, but the conscience of the whole com- 
munity has been stirred, and the greatest 
achievement of the Society is that it has 
compelled public opinion everywhere to 
regard as culpable things to which the 
world, not so long ago, was callously in- 
different. Nothihg, rhaps, is more 
honourable in the English people than its 
pioneer work for the dumb creation. The 
recent spontaneous outcry of the public 
against suspected cruelty to animals in 
the sports at Wembley could not, peter: 
have happened in any other country than 
England ; and this is all to the credit of 
that merciful society which was originated 
by Dick Martin a hundred years ago. 

There is a racy and interesting accouut 
of Martin, in which we read how the 
House laughed at his humanitarian pv 
tests against the “ Westminster Pit '—an 
arena in which monkeys and dogs were set 
fighting to the death for the entertainment 
of gambling onlookers. Martin's droll 
manner of speaking caused reports of 
his speeches to annoy him, and he 
threatened a reporter that, if anything 
more should be given than “ Mr. R. Martin 
spoke,”’ he would bring the Press to the 
Bar and stop Parliamentary reporting 
altogether. With all his absurdities, how- 
ever, Martin holds our admiration, while 
those who mocked him are forgotten. It 
is significant, and confirms the Prince of 
Wales's observation, that those who 
opposed the suppression of bear-baiting 
when Martin strove against that debasing 
sport were precisely those who oppos 
measures for the betterment of human 
kind. 

Interesting chapters tell of the Society's 
promotion heme methods of slaughter, 
of ite remarkable work for animals during 
the Great War, and of the growth of its 
work in other countries, Canada and India 
in particular. The movement in the 
United States is substituting methods of 
education for those of prosecution, and is 
growing in strength and influence. A 
chapter on reforms yet needed describes 
Lord Lambourne’s unsuccessful Bill of 
1922 to suppress the exportation of worn- 
out horses and confutes the plea that unfit 
horses were slaughtered instead of being 
shipped. Pit ponies and performing 
animals have yét to receive the protection 
necessary to rid humanity of | ° shame 
of other modes of cruelty.

SIR LESLIE STEPHEN.

The Free State and Germany. 


An English newspaper startled its 
readers yesterday with the prospect of a 
German conquest of the Free State. The 
invasion is taking a shape to which the 
stout bosoms of our little Army can oppose 
no barrier; for already the wooden horse, 
admitted by our own Government, is 
within the walls. The Daily Mail fore- 
sees that, if Messrs. Siemens, of Berlin, 
get a contract for the production of power 
from the Shannon, they will proceed to 
acquire a monopoly of all the power-rivers 
in the Free State, “and, perhaps, the 
major peat-fields as well.” All competi- 
tion will be stifled, until at last ‘‘the 
entire future of industry in the Free State 
will be conducted at the will of German 
masters,’’ and Irish wealth will strengthen 
the Fatherland in its new bid for 
supremacy. These apprehensions are, per- 
haps, too, hectic to be convincing. It is 
quite true th the Free State Govern- 
ment has asked Messrs. Siemens to make 
a bid for the electrification of the 
Shannon. It is, we may believe, also 
true that, if Messrs. Siemens obtain 
the Shannon contract, they will try to 
expand this inch 
number of ells. 


into a considerable 
It is not true, however, 
as the Daily Mail seems to suggest, that 
the Free State Government is wholly 
oblivious of the danger of such peaceful 
penetration. It has shown a quite proper 
spirit of business caution in its dealings 
with the German firm. So far it is com- 
mitted to nothing at all. It has arranged 
that Messrs. Siemens’s plans shall be 
examined by experts of European repute. 
If it accepts them, it retains the right 
either to promote the Shannon scheme as 
a State undertaking or to entrust Messrs. 
Siemens with the contract under statutory 
control. In the latter event the terms of 
the contract will include the employment 
of Irish labour, and, so far as may be 
practicable, of Irish material. All these 
conditions have been accepted by the 
German firm. 

While recall these facts 
vindication of the Free State Govern- 
ment’s intelligence, we think that the 
Daily Mail’s warning may serve a useful 
purpose. Indeed, it was ourselves who 
first—in the week when the Siemens 
engagement was announced—invited the 
Irish people to consider the possibility of 
a German invasion. Gepmany is a 
country with a crowded and increasing 
population, with highly developed indus- 
tries and with a prodigious technical 
equipment. Her foreign markets have 
been shattered by her own madness, and 
her vast war debt can be paid only at the 
cost of unremitting toil. To Germany at 
this time our Free State, undeveloped, 
ambitious, partly in ruins, humming with 
schemes of reconstruction, must offer the 
same temptation which Australia offers to 
the Japanese. Therefore, the prospect of 
a German invasion is not negligible—an 
invasion which might bring a large pro- 
portion of our industrial and agricultural 
enterprise under German control and 
might make the Free State a dumping- 
ground for German exports of every kind. 
We agree that our young country has 
much to learn from the skill and science 
of Europe, but it ought to make sure that 
these shall be the servants, not the 
masters, of its progress. If we are rightly 
informed, our present Government favours 
a policy of hospitality to the industrial 
and commercial agents of Germany, the 
United States, France and Italy. The 
policy has merits, but it may be carried 
too far—especially it it is pursued at the 
expense of the one indispensable customer 
whom we possess. There is a tendency 
just now in official circles to flaunt the 
Free State’s complete independence of 
British influence, Everybody must have

Government's swift and affable welcome 
to a German firm and its suspicious, even 
hostile, attitude to the great British rail- 
way companies which have Irish agricul- 
ture and the Irish tourist traffic at their 
mercy. Does anybody suppose that our 
cattle and dairy produce will be allowed 
to keep their place in the British markets 
if we encourage foreign countries to kill 
Britain's export trade with the Free State? 
Not only Englishmen and English news- 
papers, but all Irishmen who realise where 
their own interests lie, will follow the 
developments of Messrs. Siemens’s over- 
ture with vigilant concern. 


Our Primary Schools. 


On a vote of £3,650,679 for the Ministry 
cf Education yesterday some members of 
Dail Kireann had occasion sharply to 
criticise the Government's policy in regard 
to primary education in the Free State. 
The Constitution has been in force now 
for more than eighteen months, and, while 
the present Government has introduced a 
spate of legislation, good, bad and in- 
different, nothing whatever has been done 
about the elementary schools. We agree 
with Mr. O'Connell that something ought 
to be done at once. The Northern Govern- 
ment recognised long ago that education 
was the most urgent and important 
problem in modern Ireland, In the Free 
State certain regulations have been made 
concerning the teaching of the Irish 
language, but, so far as the elementary 
schools are concerned, no attempt has 
been made to establish any real basis of 
reform. The elementary schools are the 
nation’s principal training grounds. The 
character of the people is formed 
under the ferule of the “national’’ 
teacher, and our new State will 
flourish or decay in direct proportion 
to the excellence or inefficiency of our 
children’s early training. At present, as 
Mr. O'Connell declared, the system is 
thoroughly unsound. The percentage of 
daily absence from the primary schools 
is about thirty, and, although the clerical 
managers are doing their best to maintain 
decent conditions, the system of voluntary 
subscriptions has collapsed in many parts 
of the country. The young children who 
go to school at all are compelled to study 
in conditions which would not be tolerated 
for a moment in any other civilised 
country. The Irish people, said Deputy 
Thrift, are probably the worst educated 
people in Europe; yet education absorbs 
a large share of the Free State’s revenue. 

Clearly, something is wrong somewhere. 
The Government has been zealous in its 
promotion of the Irish language, and we 
find ourselves in thorough agreement 
with Mr. O'Connell on this point. The 
idea of teaching children general subjects 
through the medium of Irish is fantastic. 
As Mr. O'Connell said, if the language 
can be revived within twenty or thirty 
years, a great work will have been 
achieved; but in the meanwhile bread 
and butter must be earned, and there 
is no adequate supply of good Irish- 
speaking teachers to instruct English- 
speaking children through the Irish 
tongue. Apart altogether from the 
question of Irish, however, reform of our 
primary schools is urgently necessary. 
The one Bill which the Government did 
introduce with this object—namely, the 
Schoo] Attendance Bill—was slaughtered 
in the Dail, and the result is that 
throughout Southern Ireland compulsory 
school attendance is a dead-letter. The 
whole system must be changed. At present 
boys and girls leave school, as often as 
not, at the age of twelve, although the 
nominal age, according to law, is fourteen. 
In four cases out of five they are virtually 
illiterate, or, as Mr. Baxter declared, are 
sent home to their. farm-houses fit only 
to become clerks at a city desk. The Free 
State is an agricultural country, and its 
youth ought to be trained, im the 
elementary schools, at any rate, to 
become efficient members of a rural com- 
munity. Teach the children Irish if you 
will, but do not neglect to teach them 
something that will be useful to them in 
the struggle to make a living out of the 
land. In his reply to yesterday s debate 
the Minister for Education showed that 
he is conscious of the grave faults which 
vitiate the existing system. He promised 
reforms, but every month’s delay means 
another batch of ill-educated Irishmen, 


A Building Strike. 


The National Disputes Committee of the 
National Federation of Building Trade 
Operatives in Great Britain lias decided 
on war to the knife. In response to the 
Minister of Labour’s decision to appoint a 
court of inquiry into the causes and cir- 
cumstances of the dispute in the building 
trade the employers postponed for a week 
the lock-out notices which would have 
taken effect on Saturday. This concession 
failed to satisfy the operatives, who 
declare that the proposed court of inquiry 
can decide nothing, and the net result 
of the attempts at conciliation is the sub- 
stitution of a strike for a lock-out. The 
Disputes Committee is adamant, and 
announces that “from July 5th increase 
of hourly rate and provision for guaran- 
teed week must take place or labour will 
be withdrawn.’’ Since there can be no 
surrender to this stupid threat, it appears 
to be certain that the familiar process of 
a strike, followed by compromise, will 
happen once again, to the detriment of 
all parties concerned. If the grievances 
of the building workers are well-founded, 
the court of inquiry would strengthen their 
position. Their attitude contrasts sharply 
with that of the employers, who have 
shown a most conciliatory spirit in meeting 
the overtures of the Minister of Labour. 
By consenting to defer the lock-out, with 
the sole stipulation that all the facts shall 
be made public, the ployers have 
done much to influence public opinion in 
their favour. The tragedy of the situation 
is that this futile dispute takes place at a 
i‘me when people are clamouring for 
houses and unemployment is rife.

COVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT: 

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, 

Mr. Sidney Webb stated that the Govern- 

ment had decided to take the necessary steps 

to ask the Crown for the appointment of two 
more Judges of the High Court. 


In reply to a question whether he would 
agree to release ex t mothers from prison 
temporarily, so that the child should escape 
the stigma of being born in prison, the Home 
Secretary said that sympathy would demand 
that such a course ‘should followed, but 
unfortunately he had no power to release any 
prisoner. e would welcome a discussion on 
the subject, but that did not rest with him. 


Mr. Snowden told Lady Astor that the 
Government had come to the conclusion that 
the estate of the country’s finances was still 
such as to make it impossible to justify the 
enormous increase of expenditure involved in 
equal pay for women and men in the Civil 
Service. 

Mr. Lansbury was the central figure in a 
little scene which arose out df a question on 
the bombing raids in Iraq.

The Scottish estimates were discussed in a 
much quieter atmosphere than was the case 
last year under a Conservative Government, 
when, it will be remembered, Mr. Wheatley, 
the present Minister of Health, Mr. 
Buchanan, and one or two other Clydesiders, 
were suspended for defying the ruling of the 
Chair. The first vote—that of £326,602 for 
the Scottish Board of Agriculture—was pre- 
faced by an appeal from Mr. Adamson to 
his Scottish farmer friends to be a little 
more up-to-date in their methods, and see 
how far co-operation would put a check to in- 
creased competition from abroad. 

There was a bright little speech from Mr. 
Tom Johnston, who spoke of the danger of 
Scotland’s becoming a game preserve for the 
rich, and urged*-upon the Secretary for 
Scotland the desirability of undertaking a 
mo survey, for the purpose of furthering 
land settlement and afforestation. Speaking 
for some two or three dozen of my colleagues, 
he declared, I can gtiarantee a thundering row 
in this House next year, unless in the mean- 
time something is done to stop the decima- 
tion of the country-side, and the over-crowd- 
ing in the slums.

On the adjournment, Mr. Clynes made a 
statement with reference to the action of the 
Lords in throwing out the War Charges 
Validity Bill, which validated charges in- 
curred in the course of the war, under the 
Defence of the Realm Act. Though, he said, 
technically this was not a money bill, it was 
largely concerned with finance, on which the 
authority of the House of Commons should 
be regarded as supreme. It was a non-party 
measure, and he hoped that the House would 
take the earliest opportunity of asserting its 
will in regard to the decision taken in another 
place.

The Lords this evening showed their inde- 
pendence by declining to depart from the 
majority of their.amendments to the Eviction 
Bill, which amendments the Commons had 
summarily rejected. An exception was made 
in the case of an amendment including in the 
scope of the bill owners who had purchased 
their houses after May 5th this year, and in 
the case of the provision which gave a pre- 
ference to British subjects as against aliens. 

Viscount Cave, in moving to insist upon all 
the other amendments, said that he considered 
that the House of Lords had a perfect right 
to amend legislative proposals which ié con- 
sidered unjust. There was a suggestion by 
Earl Beauchamp that a compromise should 
be attempted, but Lord Curzon brushed it 
aside, with the sremark that that advice 
should be addressed to the Government bench, 
rather than to the House as a whole.

The annual Synod of the Diocese of Cashel 
and Emly met at Cashel esterday, the 
Bishop (Right Rev. Dr. ng.

Mr. Patchell said that the resolution did 
not appear on the agenda, and it had got 
nothing whatever to do with the Synod. It 
should not be considered at all. —. 

The President said that the point raised 
was a very reasonable one, but it had been 
decided already. The Temperance Com- 
mittee’s report had come forward for adoption 
by the Synod, and it was not necessary that 
notice should be given of a resolution support- 
ing the object for which the Temperance Com- 
mitted existed. He ruled that the resolution 
was in order; so it could be moved and 
seconded. There was nothing antagonistic to 
temperance in the resolution. 

Captain Carden seconded 
the resolution. 

Canon Pike hoped that the Synod would 
pass the resolution. This matter was one 
that concerned more than the Temperance 
Societies; it had become a great social ques- 
tion. Some of them felt rather deeply on 
reading the Jrish Times a few days ago that 
the Standing Committee of the General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland had given a tardy 
support to this measure which the Govern- 
ment was bringing forward. This was 4 
matter that should get all their support. For 
social reasons, apart from temperance, they 
should approve of the effort that had been 
made by the Government, which was any- 
thing but a temperance Government, to 
amend the laws in connection with the ques- 
tion of licensing. He sincerely hoped that 
the Synod would pass Mr. McKinley's reso- 
lution, which was a very moderate one indeed.

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Some photographs, taken in Cleveland and 
transmitted by wire to New York, were shown 
recently to a gathering of Pressmen there. 
One of them pointed out the enormous 
advantage it would be to the police in some 
distant city to be able to receive instantly 
the picture of a “wanted ' man believed to 
be in that city. 

The news in yesterday's ne of the 
identification of a notorious pick-pocket in 
Chicago by means of a teleophotograph sent 
from New York confirms this point of view 
in a striking manner. 

Attempts to transmit agri . Ro by tele- 
graph have occupied many skilled exper!- 
menters on both sides of the Atlantic for 
years. For a long time their efforts have not 
been successful, but the latest teleophoto- 
graphs, ag they are called, published in recent 
American newspapers, show that the present 
outcome of their patient labours, both in 
speed, method and result, surpasses any 
previous efforts of the kind. 

Photographs sent by wire from Cleveland 
were reproduced in New York in 35 minutes. 
The system adopted utilises the telephone and 
the telegraph, draws heavily on chemistry, 
optics and photography, and radium makes a 
big contribution with the vacuum tube. 

One of the pictures that came through was 
the result of a special test made at Cleveland. 
The operators there were asked to take a 
picture in the streets and transmit it, the 
object being to estimate exactly how long it 
Cleveland to New York. 

The picture was snapped on the street in 
Cleveland at 3.38 p.m. At 3.58 it had been 
developed from the negative and transferred 
into a positive, ready to go on the drum of 
the Cleveland transmitting machine. Jt was 
put on the drum wet, as it had com from 
the fixing-bath, the time that wouN have 
been required for drying it being thus saved. 
At 4.01 the drum of the Cleveland machine 
and the synchronised drum in New York be- 
gan to revolve, thus starting the process of 
registering the picture in New York. At 
4.06 the completed negative was off the drum, 
and at 11 minutes past 4 it was completely de- 
ve A period of 33 minutes had thus 
been required between the click of the camera- 
shutter in Cleveland and the turning out of 
the completed negative of the picture in New 


York. 

The resultant pictures are published in the 
New York Times. The details of river-boats,

Once again there is talk in the Lobby 
as to the possibility of a general election 
in the hear future, but it seems to be 
mainly confined to the rank and file oi 
the Labour Party, who are somewhat 
dissatisfied regarding the position. of thie 
Government and the numerous defeats in- 
flicted upon it of late.

of other parties. Members of the Govern- 
ment, apparently, do not favour this idea, 
and more than one have tried to combat 
it strenuously. It is generally agreed, 
however, in the party that the attitude 
of the House of Commons towards the 
Housing Bill will ultimately influence any 
decision which the Prime Minister may 
make. 


As Others See Us. 


It is always interesting, even if it is 
not invariably pleasant, to hear what 
other people have to say about us.

The Allied Conference. 


There seems to be some little doubt 
whether the Allied Conference will take 
place in London as early as July 16th, 
though that date has been definitely 
fixed, and it appears on the invitations 
sent out to the Allies. The intention is 
that all the countries interested in the 
reparations questions shall be invited, but 
all the invitations have not yet been 
arranged. The question of the Overseas 
Dominions has had to be taken into con- 
sideration, and in the Lobby to-day it was 
thought that they will receive full repre- 
sentation. I mentioned some days ago 
that it was unlikely that Signor Mussolini 
would be able to attend, and it is under- 
stood that Italy will be represented by its 
Minister of Finance. 


Members’ Income Tas. 


One subject of conversation sufficed in 
the Lobby of the House of Commons this 
afternoon. It was the intimation sent out 
by the Paymaster-General that members 
will be called upon to pay income tax 
on part of the four hundred pounds per 
annum allowed for expenses. Members 
were inclined to be resentful, and it is 
certain that a number of them will make 
a struggle before they consent to pay 
income tax on their Parliamentary allow- 
ance. The charge is due to the innovation 
whereby members can obtain free travel- 
ling vouchers, and, therefore, no longer 
are in a position to make a charge for 
travelling in their income tax returns. The 
question is to be raised in the House, if 
opportunity serves, but in the meanwhile 
efforts are being made to obviate such a 
course by an arrangement which will con- 
tinue. to members the immunity which 
they formerly enjoyed from paying in- 
come tax on the allowance. 


The Bank Rate. 


There was quite a pessimistic feeling in 
the City this miorning concerning the 
Bank Rate, and it was fully expected that 
there would be an advance at noon. The 
indicator on the Stock Exchange showed 
“no change,” and the relief was general. 
Gilt-edged securities, however, failed to 
respond to the announcement, and it has 
become evident that recent selling has 
been of a forced character, and fears were 
rather freely expressed that there would 
have to be an advance before very long. 
Certain circles were somewhat disap- 
pointed at the lack of change; for there 
are advocates of a higher rate who think 
that it would bring the New York Ex- 
change nearer to par and arrest the flow 
of gold to the United States. The gold 
market, it is suggested, might then drift 
to this country and become available 
currency. Few people dispute the advan- 
tage that would result on the return to a 
gold currency, but it is rather doubtful! 
whether a higher Bank rate would bring 
about the desired object. 


An Expert View 


On this point Dr. W. A. Shaw, author 
of the “ History of Currency,’ writing to 
the Financial News, says that, “if ever 
the sterling-dollar exchange is brought to 
par, it will only be as the result of hard, 
work on the part of the British industrial 
in increasing our exports. When we do 
so reach par of exchange the resumption 
of free gold movement will follow auto- 
matically. But it is impossible to legis- 
late for it or to attempt to control the 
process, and until that time comes we do 
not need to trouble our heads about the 
supremacy of the sterling bill, and, above 
all things, we must avoid the iniquitous 
blunder of attempting to control! internal 
prices and credit in the name of. and at 
the dictates of, mere theory.

THE CIVIC GUARD. 


Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins submitted the estimate 
of £1,167,899 for the Garda Siochana. Last 
year, he said, they estimated for 161 officers, 
901 sergeants, and 4,119 guards—a total of 
5,181. is year they estimated for 151 
officers, 950 sergeants, and 4,400 guards. 


Total, 5,501. 

On the Ist May, 1923, the number of 
stations was 257. the Ist May this year 
they totalled 756, distributed as fcllows:— 
Leinster 236, Munster 275, Connaught 164, 
and Ulster 81. The number of stations which 
it was proposed to establish was 837. It 
might be that in practice it would be neces- 
sary to increase that figure to 900. 

One fact would have to be borne in mind: 
they were dealing with a new force, starting 
at the lower scales of pay, and the charge for 
increments would be felt for som- years to 
come, j 

He had had prepared a comparison of the 
cost of the Garda with that of other police 
forces in Ireland and in the principal towns 
in England. It was based on the annual cost 
per head of the population of the area served

by the force. The Garda Siochana cost 
8s. 5d. per head of the population, the 
Dublin Metropolitan Police 15s. 7d., Royal 
Ulster Constabuiary, excluding Specials, 


12s. 11d. ; including Specials 30s. 4d. ; London 
19s. 10d., Liverpool 15s. 8d., Manchester 
12s. 7d. The cost of the Garda and the 
D.M.P., taken together, was 9s. 5d. The 
disparity in the cost of the two forces arose 
from the charge for pensions chargeable to 
the Dublin police. 

During the seven months, October, 1923, 
to April, 1924, there were reported in the 
area covered by the Garda 3,369 indictable 
offences, for which there were effected 1,478 
arrests. The details were :—Octoter—545 
cases reported, 228 arrests; November—492, 
201; December—554, 253; Jannary—558, 291; 
February—517, 244; March—374. 141; April 
—391, 120. It was gratifying to see a down- 
ward tendency in the number of reported 
offences, and a somewhat upper terdency in 
the proportion of arrests made. 

“‘Generally,”” the Minister concluded, 
“Deputies may take it that there is in 
the Ministry a certain quiet satisfaction with 
the manner in which the Guards are doing 
their duty. (Hear, hear.) They went out at 
a very difficult period, and it was only 
reasonable to expect that for some time, at 
any rate, their inexperience and rawness 
would be very obvious. As a matter of fact, 
that side of things has not been too much 
in evidence at all. (Hear, hear.) Taking it 
in the bulk, they have acqgitted themselves 
remarkably well, showing & steadiness and 
a reliability that would do credit to a much 
older force. (Hear, hear.) < 

““Cases of indiscretion or individuals show- 
ing inexperience or want of trainin, have 
been very, very few, indeed.. We feel that 
these men have definitely established them- 
celves through the country, ‘and have won 
the respect and secured the Yo-operation of 
the population generally. That co-operation 
is on the increase. The people are coming 
to realise that the Guards are the servants 
of the State; are out in the interests of the 
community who are not criminals; for the 
protection of themselves and their property : 
for the vindication of their rights, and to up-

PENSIONS. 


Mr. O'Connell drew attention to the deduc- 
tion of 4 per cent from the salaries of the 
Guards for the purposes of pensions, and 
asked into what special fund it was being 
put.

Mr. Heffernan said that disbanded R.I.C.

Mr. O'Connell (Labour) said that the mem- 
bers of the Garda believed they were paying 
into a pension fund. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that there was no fund 
at the moment, but when the permanent Act 
was passed a pension scheme would be in- 
augurated similar to that for the D.M.P. 
Pensions would be paid out of voted moneys. 
Pending such pensions scheme, the Minister 
for Finance had given ad hoc sanction for 
grants such as would be made under the 
pensions scheme. 


QUEENSTOWN MURDER. 


With regard to the Cobh crime, he shared 
the regret of deputies that no arrests had 
been made.

EDUCATION. 
STATISTICS WANTED. 


On the vote in connection with education, 
£3,650,679, Mr. J. T. O'Connell said that 
they were at a considerable disadvantage in 
discussing the estimate, inasmuch as no report 
had been issued for the last two or three 
years—certainly not since the present Minister 
of Education took up office—and they had 
not before them the vital statistics which 
would give them a proper idea of the number 
of children, their ages, the various standards, 
the number of schools and the number of 
teachers. 

They had not got a code of rules. Formerly 
the teachers and managers knew where they 
were; now they did not. The teacher who 
knew the rules now was a rarity. He doubted 
whether there were many in headquarters who 
knew them. He suggested that the Minister 
should immediately issue the existing code of 
rules and regulations and publish them im one 
volume. 

He suggested also the setting up of a com- 
mittee to give advice to the Ministry. There 
was a tendency to standardisation and 
bureaucracy. The whole system of education 
centred round the child. 

The attendance at present was very poor— 
50 out of every 100 children were absent daily. 
He admitted that that was a matter which 
should be dealt with by legislation; but, as 
the Minister's salary was in this vote, they 
might draw attention to the fact that he had 
not been as active as some of them would 
like in pushing on legislation, and he thought 
that they were entitled to criticise him for 
that. It was not just to compel children who 
were either hungry or ill-clothed to attend 
school, nor was it just to compel 
them to attend at schools which were 
unhealthy and insavitary. He thought that 
the Minister should take steps to ascertain 
the condition of the various schools in the 
country. 


SCHOOLS LIKE HOVELS, 


He knew they had some splendid schoo! 
buildings in the country, but then they also 
had hovels, the like of which could not be 
found in any country. He thought that 
the Ministry should find out what accom- 


necessary supplies to supply the need. 
They had a very primitive method for 
maintenance of their schools. They were 
maintained, heated, cleaned. furnished and 
repaired, largely by voluntary effort and 
voluntary contributions.

BUILDING DISPUTE 
IN BRITAIN. 


STRIKE THREAT BY

LONDON, Thursday. 

The building trade employers yesterday an- 
nounced the postponement of the lock-out for 
a week, pending the consideration of the dis- 
pute by a court of inquiry. To this the Dis- 
putes Committee of the Operatives replied 
to-day by & statement, which. is in effect a 
call to the men to strike next Saturday. 

The men’s leaders have not put forward a 
claim for a larger increase in definite money 
terms than that already negotiated, but they 
are seeking to obtain the concession of the 
“‘ guarantee week,” in addition to an increase 
in the wage rates. In the phrase of the Dis- 
putes Committee the demand is for “a de- 
finite allowance for any loss of time for which 
the operatives are not responsible.”

COMMITTEE STAGE PASSED. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair in the Senate 
at 11 o'clock yesterday, an early sitting 
having been arranged in order to make pro- 
gress with the Railways Bill. 

Consideration of the Railways Bil] in Com- 
mittee was resumed at the third schedule of 
the bill. 

Mr. J. T. O'Farrell moved to alter, from 
five to three, the number of years’ service 
entitling to compensation an employé made 
redundant vy the operation of the amalgama- 
tion and discharged. The same motion had 
been in the Dail and lost. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
resisted the amendment. 

The Right Hon. A. Jameson, while agree- 
ing with the Minister that as regards pension 
not less than five years’ service should be 
required, suggested that men with less than 
five years’ service might be granted a gratuit 
on discharge under the circumstances stated. 
The Minister undertook to give further 
consideration to the position of men with less 
than five years’ servce. On that promise, Mr. 
O’Farrell withdrew the amendment. 

On the paragraph of the schedule which 
rules out of consideration for compensation 
increases of salary and emoluments due to 
promotion “within one year before the órd 
day of April, 1924,” Mr. O’Farrek moved 
to delete the limitation. 

The Minister agreed to confer with Mr. 
O'Farrell with a view to having an agreed 
amendment on the report stage. The amend- 
ment was withdrawn. i 
The bill passed through Committee. The 
report stage will be taken on Wednesday. 


FINANCE BILL. 


PROBLEM OF DOUBLE 
TAXATION. 
The debate on, the second stage of the 


Sir John Keane, who began with a 
sympathetic expression of regret at the 
absence of the Finance Minister, said that he 
did not propose deal with the general 
question of wh®ther they were taxed too 
highly. It was generally agreed that the 
whole issue was dominated by the fact that 
the Minister must balance his Budget. It was 
far better to have the Budget balanced than 
to have low taxation on an unbalanced 
Budget. 
Referring to the question of double taxation 
in regard to income tax, he said that he 
thou zht that with good feeling on both sides 
the matter could be very much simplified by 
the establishment of something in the nature 
of a Clearing House. in which all the re- 
coveries and adjustments could be dealt with 
at the same time. 
He called the attention of the Government 
to th» delay in the issuing of the report of 
the Revenue Commissioners. Thev had the 
Appropriation Accounts for 1922-1923, but it 
was in the Commissioners’ report that they 
got information as to the basis of assessment. 
Some people believed that there was consider- 
able migration of capital from the Free State, 
due largely to those vexatious income tax 
regulations. ; 
Under that bill the allowances, which had 
been hitherto known as Statutory allowances 
for repairs on houses, had been withdrawn 
or very considerably modified. He held that 
in recently built houses the valuation fully 
represented the letting value, and he chal- 
lenged the Minister for Finance to prove the 
contrary. The Minister's argument that the 
annual value bore no relation to the true 
value certainly did not apply to new houses. 


A HARDSHIP. 


The change would bear very hardly on 
owners who, with unselfish motives and with 
a sense of public duty, had maintained large 
houses in the country. He spoke for the 
shattered remnant of peopl, who were living 
in the country at their places, instead of 
spending money on their amusement. The 
whole benefit of Rule 8 had been taken away 
from them. It seemed very cruel that those 
people, without any word of explanation, 
should be deprived of a benefit which had 
been given by an almost Radical Chancellor 
of the Exchequer many years ago.

‘eo same class had been hit by another 
measure, under which those who had not 
been able to shut up their houses, though 
unable to live in them, had now to pay rates 
on them as empty houses. 

Referring to the sections of the bill which 
represent the Government's experiment in 
Protection, «ur. John Keane said that the 
experiment was not supported by the con- 
clusions reached by the experts whom the 
Government appointed to examine the 
problem. The Free State country was an 
exporting country, and its foreign trade was 
the meastre of its prosperity. Anything 
whieh would increase the cost of action 
of agricultural produce, their main export, 
would decrease the country’s buying power, 
and the volume of trade would shrink. The 
farmers’ costs of production would be in- 
creased through the rise in the cost of living. 
The farmer would either have to get less in 
exchange for what he produced, or produce 
less, cut down his working expenses, and let 
the ground go back to grass. 

During the time when an endeavour was 
being made to set up industries the cost of 
living would be increased, and the main in- 
dustry of the country would be prejudiced. 
Moreover, if they held firmly to the doctrine 
of free trade, they would cut out all the log- 
rolling and manipulation which characterised 
the protective system.

FACING THE FACTS. 


In a leading article on the Anglo-Soviet 
Conference, which, it states, has been for 
some time past in a state of suspended anima- 
tion, The Times observes :— The stubborn and 
very disagreeable fact that has to be faced 
at this moment is that direct intercourse be- 
tween the British and the Russian peoples 
is systematically obstructed by the small and 
violent group who now hold power in Russia. 
I; is intelligible—though it is wholly incon- 
sistent with their polttical principles—that 
representatives of this Communist group 
should come to London in the hope of raising 
a loan. They need capital very badly. They 
have done their best by wholesale nationalisa- 
tion and by the violent repression of indi- 
vidual initiative to paralyse, if not to destroy, 
ihe great and varied productive resources of 
Russia. The direct result of this policy is 
that, while the Bolshevists are trying to use 
Russia as a basis for a campaign against capi- 
talism through ut the world—in other words, 
for what they call a world-revolution—the 
basis on which they are struggling to main- 
tain their balance and their power is itself 
seriously threatened by economic and financial 
decay. . 


It is intelligible, in the circumstances, that 
the Bolshevists should be anxious to tide over 
t..eir d'fhculties by raising a lcan abroad. It 


is, however, quite incomprehensible that any- 
ofie in this country should dream of giving 
the Bolshevists financial assistance in the 
dilemma into which their own destructive 
policy has brought them. While the Confer-

A CONFUSED SITUATION. 
The Times understands that Mr. Macdonald 
has been in further correspondence with the 
Egyptian Government in regard to the 
negotiations that are to take place in London 
for the settlement of outstanding points 
hetween Great Britain and Egypt, the chief 
of which is the Sudan.

CHANGE ADVOCATED. 


Sir Nugent Everard said that he wished to 
record his opinion that the fiscal policy which 
had been followed for 80 years could not show 
such results as would justify its continuance. 
Some of the Senators who had spoken from 
the agricultural point of view had expressed 
an opiniop, which was embodied in a aile 
article in the Jrish Times of June 19th. in 
which it was stated that :—“' For all practical 
Purposes during the life-time of the present 
generation, the Free State will have one in- 
dustry and one customér.’’ He could not 
think that. the Senate wonld be voicing the 
opinion of the country if they were to endorse 
that statement. bas 

Their industries were, many of them, in a 
decaying condition, and as to the single cus- 
tomer to whom they sent their agricultural 
produce, they must recollect that they had 
not now that protection for their live stock 
which they had for many years until the ad- 
mission of store cattle’ to England from 
Canada on the same conditions that affected 
store cattle from this country. 

If their industries wére to.be allowed to go 
it meant that there would .be no outlet for 
their surplus agricultural population except 
across the Atlantic. That, surely, from 
the point of view of the welfare of the State, 
was not a desirable end. He had always 
held and continued to hold that the ‘ndus- 
tries of this country must be encovraged, and 
strengthened if necessary, by means of pro- 
tection duties; otierwise the State was ill- 
balanced, resting on one leg only—that o: 
ecriculture. He denied that the limited 
measure of protection afforded by the Govern- 
ment in the Finance Bill had increased the 
cost oí living. -

STAINED GLASS. 

Dr. Yeats referred to the stained glass in- 
dustry in reland¢ and said that it was pro- 
ducing some of the best glass in the world. 
He asked the Government: to consider the 
advisability of putting a tax of, say, 50 per 
cent. on German glas” until the money 
market became normal. 

Mr. Kenny said that the grievous need of 
the moment, so far as Government action 
was concerned, was the relief of unemploy- 
ment, and the encouragement of enterprise In 
the country. The underlying principle shouid 
be that industries natural to the country 
should be fostered in every way. We were 
- side by side with a great industrial com- 
munity. Every industry we could hope to 
establish had been long established in Great 
Britain, and brought to the point of mass 
production, and any little industry that could 
“ established here would be overborne at 
once by the industry on the other side. Pro- 
tection could not be effective owing to the 
proximity of England, but it would relieve 
unemployment, and prices would always be 
controlled by the proximity of English com- 
peting industries. 

He commended especially to the considera- 
fion of the Government the dead meat in- 
dustry, which would mean a great deal in 
the way of emplopnrent. 

Mr. Irwin expressed 
Government had “not gone far enough with 
the experimental duties. Particularly, he 
said, they had not made any effort to aid the 
tillage farmer. He supported Mr. Kenny's 
» plea for the dead meat industry. 

‘Mr. J. G. Douglas said that, with very 
little exception, he agreed with the whole of 
Sir John Keane’s speech. Referring to the 
duty on imports of ts and shoes, he said 
that what had happened showed the necessity 
for making a duty enforceable immediately 
after the passing of the resolution, In that 
case an interval had been left, and those who 
were in the boot trade had been obliged, by 
the necessities of competition, to bring in all 
the boots and shoes they could get in that 
interval. He thought that it was generally 
recognised that the firms making ts in 
Ireland were limited to certain classes of 
boots. The result was that when present 
stocks were exhausted—that would be in a 
month or so—there would be an increase in 
prices varying from 16 per cent. to 17 per 
cent. 

It might be stated that the duty had been 
imposed because there was reason to believe. 
that factories would be started which would 
make the classes of boots not at ptesent made 
in Ireland, but supplied from other countries, 
and that it was worth while to have them 
established. If that was based on scientific 
research and knowledge, he would not criticise 
the 15 per cent. He disliked the experimental 
process.

MOTOR CAR PARTS. 


He believed that if the duty on motor car 
parts were abolished there seemed to be little 
doubt that cars would be partly built and 
assembled here. He did not understand 
whether the tax was regarded as a source of 
revenue or a protective duty. 

His view of protective duties was that they 
ran the risk m imcreasing the cost: it might 
be wise and necessary to do so, but that con- 
clusion should be the result of a definite 
policy after research, and not just as an 
experiment to see what would happen. 

He supported Sir John Keane in his refer- 
ence to the allowance for cost of repairs of 
property. It was against national policy that 
the remaining houses. in the country, which 
were large and might be useful for various 
purposes, should be ‘allowed to get into a 
state of disrepair, and every allowance should 
be made to persons; whether they lived in 
the houses or not, to keep them in proper 
repair. ,He thought that modification of the 
allowance was a retrograde step. He hoped 
that Sir John Keane would ‘introduce a recom- 
mendation to be sent to the Dail on that 
matter. 

On pe financial policy, he 
that the Government in some respects were 
not spending enough mony. There ought to 
be a certain amount -oí ital expenditure 
by borrowing, which weal he believed 
yield a considerable amount by developing 
prosgerity, and so, perhaps, giving a greater 
viela of income tax. The rebuilding of the 
“vu Courts and other buildings was abso- 
lutely essential, and his honest opinion was 
that Government would do a great deal 
towards stability by borrowing definitely 
for the purpose of non-recurrent expenditure 
i such as that. 
sa Colonel Maurice Moore expressed agree- 
ment with previous speakers on the question 
of allowance for repairs. On the protective 
question, he said that there were powerful

UNENTERPRISING. POLICY. 


Mr. O'Farrell said that he agreed with 
Mr. Douglas that the Government. should not 
be desperately anxious to balance the Budget 
at this particular period The policy of the 
Government was largely that of an unenter- 
prising business man, who was afraid to in- 
dulge in any. capital expenditure, because he 
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He joined with other speakers with regard 
to the allowance for repairs. The matter 
affected not only people of property, but also 
to many others who, in consequence of the 
housing shortage, had been obliged to pur- 
chase their houses. 

It was not possible to see what the effects 

of the protective experimens would be, ex: 
cept that one result would be an increase 
in the cost of living. There was some com- 
plaint as to the manner in which the experi- 
ment was being tried. Those who had go 
urging these impoats were in the main urging 
| protection of inefficiency, in order that t 
neec not be compelled to keep pace with 
the requirements of the generation. 
Th Right Hon. A. Jameson said that 
he thought that the Government should keep 
before them the absolute necessity that taxa- 
tion of income should be brou ht down to 
the same level as in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. This double taxation 
problem was giving an enormous amount of 
trouble, difficulty and loss. It was discredit- 
able to both authorities. The Irish authori- 
ties had done every single thing to put the 
matter right. It was very bad for their 
investments and for British investments, and 
thev certainly ought to be able to put an 
end toit. . 

In respect to the remission oí super-tax, he 
said that was an experiment, by which it 
was hoped that people with over £11,000 a 
year might be induced to stay in the 
country, and so far was a wise thing to 
do. 


CORPORATION TAX. 


They had got rid of the excess profits tax, 
but the corporation profits tax was another 
of these extremely bad taxes in regard to 
which he hoped the Free State finance autho- 
rities would follow the example of the sound 
financiers on the other side, and make an end. 
The Government had now practically balanced 
their accounts, and he thought very great 
credit was due to them. 

Judicious borrowing would spread the 
burdens they had to bear to their successors, 
but he had nothing except words of praise for 
the Budget. is 

Dr. Gogarty said, as to the remission on 
super-tax, he would advise scrapping it. 

Sir John Griffith said that he had rejoiced to 
hear Sir John Keane propound the idea of a 
Clearing House. ' 

Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that in regard to double in- 
come tax, negotiations had been going on, and 
were still going on, to see if any measure of 
relief could be afforded. The. Clearing House 
suggestion was: under consideration, and he 
could only say at present that it had not been 
decided against, though overwhelming objec- 
tions had been made to it. The Govern- 
ment was not losing sight of the fact that 
people were being subjected to annoyance, 
and the cause of complaint would be dealt 
with as soon as possible. 

With regard to the grievance of house- 
holders, assessments were made according to 
the poor law valuation, which allowed a cer- 
tain amount for repairs. In England asseas- 
ments were made on the rental as well as on 
the poor law valuation. The people in the 
Free State would be in no worse position than 
they were in England. 


TRADE POLICY. 


At the moment no great trade policy had 
been decided upon. They were getting as 
much information as possible about what would 
be the best policy in the circumstances, and 
the ground was being cleared rapidly. In 
the present session the Dail and Senate had 
dealt with a number of economic measures, 
and there were others to come. 

The Minister mentioned that the duty on 
motor cars had been retained as a Trevenue- 
raising tariff. | 

No effort, he said, would be spared to have 
taxation brought to the level of taxation in 
Great Britain and Northern 'reland. The 
Government recognised that the corporation 
profits tax was a paralysing imposition, bat 
it could not be dropped at the moment. 

There was work in the country to keep 
the building trade busy for the next ten 
years, and the question of rebuilding the Four 
Courts and the old G.P.O. had been left 
over for the present, as the provision of hous- 
ing Was more important and more urgent.

THE LAUSANNE TREATY. 


Sir John Keane, in the absence of Sir 
Thomas Esmonde, moved a resolution 
authorising ratification of the Treaty of 
Lausanne, in the same terms as the resolution 
already passed by the Dail.

Colonel Moore said that there had been so 
many intrigues and so much dirty work mixed 
up in the negotiation of the Treaty that the 
Free State ought to refuse to be connected 
with it in any way. It was not at all 
necessary for them to ratify the Treaty in 
order to end war with Turkey. Plenty of 
wars had been ended without treaties. He 
proposed as an amendment the following, to 
take the place of the Government motion :— 

‘That, without pledging the Irish Free 
State to the Treaty of Lausanne, the Senate 
authorises the Executive Council to declare 
a state of peace to exist between the Irish 
Free State and the Turkish Republic.” 

Mrs. Wyse Power seconded the amend. 
ment, which was supported by Mr. P. W. 
Kenny. 

Mr. MacLysaght reminded the Senate that 
more than a month ago a suggestion had been 
made to the Dail that a Joint Committee 
on Foreign Affairs should be set up, but the 
message had been ignored by the Dail. 

Mr. Jameson said he was glad of that 
reminder, and no better example of the kind 
of thing for which such a committee was 
wanted could be found than the matter before 
them. If Colonel Moore’s amendment, offer- 
ing a declaration of peace, were passed, they 
had no assurance that the Turkish Republic 
would accept the offer, and they might get a 
serious rebuff if the Turks replied that ‘ley 
knew nothing about the Irish Free State 
He suggested that the dignified course for the 
Senate was to take the advice of the Minister 
and enable the Treaty to be ratified. 

The Minister, speaking against the amend- 
ment, said that ratification of .n, Treaty was 
the only machinery they had for clearing up 
any doubt ‘here might be as to whether the 
Free State was at war with Turkey or not. 
At a very early date consideration must be 
given by the members of the British Common- 
wealth as to the machinery for ne pine 
treaties involving those members. With regar 
to the Senate’s suggestion of a Joint Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, the Dail had taken 
no action, and he himself did not consider the 
Epic practicable, 

‘he amendment was put and declared lost, 
and the original motion was carried. 


THE BOUNDARY. 
On the motion for the adjournment, Mr. J. 
McLaughlin raised the question of the 
Boundary Commission. Although Mr. Justice 
Feetham had urrived, he said, the work of the 
Commission had bee: postponed by the action 
of the Pritish Government in referring certain 
matters appertaining to the Treaty to the 
Judicial Committee of the’ Privy Council. He 
wished to know whether the Attorney-General 
had.advised the Governmen’ on the position 
that had arisen by the decision of the British 
Government to “' refer the construction of the 
Treaty to the Judicial Committee of their 
Privy Council, hand-picked, apparently, by the 
British Colonial Office. He regarded the Go- 
vernment’s acquiescence in the situation as un- 
constitutional, 
He wanted to know whether the Colonial 
Office had ** devised a blockade on the en- 
trance upon his duties of Mr. Justice Feetham, 
and whether, through his visit to Belfast, they 
were attempting to suppress the wishes of the 
inhabitants of «' disputed areas.”’ 
He said that he had given notice to the 
Minister for External affairs of his intention 
to raise the matter, and he had asked for 
information, but the Minister had gone away, 
and there was nobody there +o give him in- 
formation. . ‘chat attitude showed what the 
people of Ulster feared, that there was a lack 
of interest on the part of the Government on 
that important question.

Mr. Doyle referred to the growing demand 
for compulsory attendance, and said that be- 
fore compulsion was imposed, greater school 
accommodation should be provided, particu- 
lariv in the City of Dublin. 

Professor Thrift said they had very little 
real knowledge of what was the standard of 
education ativinable in the national schools. 
They heard rumours that the standard was 
not high, and it was regrettable they were 
not in a position to deny those rumours or 
to explain them. What struck him about 
the vote was its enormous magnitude. 

The Free State was one of the worst 
educated countries in Europe, and yet in pro. 
portion to their revenue they spent larger 
sums on education. He did not say that the 
present Government was to blame, but he 
would ask the Minister of Education what 
was the cause of the serious blot on their 
educational system. 

He and other deputies had said on previous 
occasions that the present system was un- 
satisfactory, and that they were determined to 
find out the cause of the absence of one 
that would make the country better educated 
then it had been in the past. What they wanted 
above all things was a sound, thorough system 
of primary and secondary education. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Would the Minister give them a promise 
now to inquire into that enormously important 
question? Would he give them an under- 
taking to treat the question of education as 
a biz problem, and say that even though it 
was bristling with difficulties he was deter- 
mined to get over them and to give them a 
sound, economic system of education’ (Hear, 
hear.)

NOTHING DONE. 


Mr. John Good said that he joined with 
Professor Thrift in deploring that the Dail 
had done nothing at all to deal with that 
most important of all problems. The only bill 
dealing with education that was in the pro- 
gramme was one covering school attendance, 
and that was among the slaughtered. 

Those engaged in industry found that one 
of their greatest difficulties was the want of 
education in the young people. At a con- 
ference some time ago it was found out that 
75 per cent of Dublin boys anxious to become 
apprentices to industrial occupations could 
not pass the simple qualifying examination for 
entrance into a technical school. That was 
eee by the statement of Professor 
O'Rahilly, that the Irish people were probably 
the most ignorant in Western Europe to-day. 
Notwithstanding that shocking state of affairs 
education was the one subject that the Dail 
had left alone, and seemed determined to leave 
it alone.

pulsory attendance at school was so lax that 
among certain classes of girls there were ten 
per cent. of illiterates. The second reason was 
that the school-leaving age was too low. By 
law the school-leaving age was fourteen, irre- 
spective of the stan ‘od reached by the boy 
or girl. That standard was so low that in 
some cases it did not mean a knowledge of 
reading and writing. How could they be ex- 
pected to make progress in industry when that 
was the material they were given to work 
upon? 

He went on to explain that boys and girls 
were allowed to run wild between the ages 
of fourteen and sixteen. When, to get un- 
employment benefit they had to attend certain 
schools, they came to those schools so 
educationally deficient that it was almost im- 
possible to do anything with them. It was 
in the interests of the young people them- 
selves, and in the interests of the country, 
that they should be kept at school compul- 
sorily to the age of sixteen. He went so far 
as to say that much of the bad trade and 
much of the unemployment in the Free State 
to-day was entirely attributable to the coun- 
try s bad system of primary education, Again 
and again the attention of the Minister and 
his department had been drawn to the neces- 
sity for raising the school age, but nothing 
had been done. 


STATEMENT OF POLICY. 


Mr. Johnson said that he wanted ‘he 
Minister to state to the House clearly and 
definitely what was the Ministerial policy 
with regard to education. The time had ar- 
rived when they should know whether the 
various sides of education were to run inde- 
pendently, or whether there was to be co- 
ordination of the primary, technica], second- 
ary and university systems. They should 
also know whether it was intended to retain 
for ever the difference between the education 
of the child of the poor man and the child 
from that section of the community that re- 
ceives secondary education. & 

He asked for the policy of the Ministry 
with regard to adult education. He was one 
of those who believed in a single education 
system, with no short distinctions between its 
various sides from the primary school to the 
university. They would have to make up 
their minds whether a boy was to go into a 
secondary school and thence to a university 
for no other purpose than to receive training 
for professional occupations. On that point 
they should have the general mind of the 
Dail and of the Ministry as to whether there 
was any sense, in maintaining a secondary, 
or even a university, system of education 
aiming solely at turning out le for the 
professions, while the future of the a 
if it were to be a prosperous country, would 
offer less and less opportunities for the exer- 
cise of those professions. 

The Dail ought to recognise, and the higher 
educational authorities ought to recognise, 
tha: the openings for professional careers in 
the country would in the future be very much 
less than hitherto, and that they should not 
spend large sums of public money in provid- 
ing for education which would be of use only 
to other countries. They should have a wide 
system of education, of higher education 
available to a much larger number than in 
the past, to people who would return to the 
ordinary ocoupations of industry, agriculture 
and commerce in the Saorstat. 

Mr. F. Lynch, Minister for Fisheries, said 
that he took responsibility for starting the 
summer Irish classes for teachers, but he 
would not accept responsibility for insisting 
on teaching subjects through Irish when 
Irish was not the language which students 
understood. He was entirely opposed to at- 
meting to teach subjects through Irish 
where lrish was not the Laiws late . 
They were killing Irish and not teaching the 
subjects they should teach. He ap to 
the education authorities to revise their atti- 
tude towards that very important matter. 
It was a fact that even at present higher 
Fe could not be taught from an English 

xt book. The most modern text book on 
the subject was French, and they had not an

He was not at all certain 
that that Committee on Estimates had not 
resolved itself into a conference on educational 
mattets, and that it Was noi much more 
valuable than a dish of legislation, acd much 
more valnable for the purposes of the 
educational development in the country.

dealing with education, but it was really a 

iece of pious window-dressing which ht 
ave been very _ left out. It was that 
every person in the coun waa entitled to 
free elementary ix comp They might as 
well say every citizen was entitled to free 
air. 

He held that the child of every citizen was 
entitled to equality of opportanity with re- 
gard to all education which was inistered 

y the public suthority. It was not merely 
that he should like to sweep away the gaps 
that existed—as a damnable inheritance— in 
their educational system between primary, 
secondary and higher, and then technical 
education for a side show. The divisions in 
the system of education were purely arti- 
ficial. The people had accepted them in a 
most passive way, but the strange thing was 
that if anyone attempted to disturb them he 
would be surprised at the amount of irritation 
he would create by asking the public to de- 
part from the things they had been accus- 
tomed to. 

Not merely were the public accustomed to 
them, but a personnel had been established, 
and in education everything depended on 
personne’. They had the personnel ready— 
brought up to a certain stage and handed on 
to them—and unless they were prepared to 
spend a fabulous sum on pensions they could 
not expect to change it. They had to work 
on the material: they had, and consequently, 
no matter how anxious they were to achieve 
results, they should work patiently. 

He admitted that this was a country the 
life of which was mainly rural, and from that 

int of view he asked himself what should 

the aim of education. In his opinion, so 
far as the rural community was concerned, it 
should aim at nothine less than building up 
a condition’ of rural civilisation as high as 
any urban civilisation. That would mean a 
great “anv things besides having in view the 
agricultural industry. 


A MODEST BEGINNING, 


The system had not changed up to the pre- 
sent, and, being the unfortunate inheritor of 
it, he could not change it. They had made a 
modest beginning this year by introducing 
lectures on agricultural subjects in the train- 
ing Colleges, and he would remind the House 
again that the foundation of education was 
not the primary schools, but t e Universities. 

Having spoken of the instruction imparted 
in horticulture at the training Colleges, the 
Minister went on to say that, apart from 
agriculture, a good deal of civilisation could 
be taught through horticulture—habits of 
order and of observation and the beauty and 
neatness of the home. The recent Land Act 
provided that where land was being divided 
conveniently near a school, plots would be set 
apart for the use of the schools, for the teach- 
ing of horticulture. 

As regards school attendance, he was glad 
that it was recognised that he was not the 
principal criminal, and that it was also recog- 
nised that there - was aot a high 
standard of sense of duty on the part 
of parents. Public opinion was also to 
blame, for it could make parents feel that 
they were disgracing themselves. The local 
authorities had a certain power to enforce 
the law and attendance, and they did not 
carry it out. The local tribunals also had the 
duty of enforcing school attendance, but they 
did not rise to the level of that duty. 

He told the Dail last year that, as far as he 
was concerned, it was with telactance that he 
would consent to school attendance being 
plaed in the hands of the Central Government 
and enforced through the police authorities ; 
but he had become convinced that this was 
now necessary, and he was sorry that the 
measure he had prepared for that purpose was 
not before the Dail at an earlier date. 


COMPULSORY IRISH. 


Irish in the schools would be made com- 
pulsory; in his opinion the interests of those 
who wanted to learn Irish should not be 
sacrificed to the small number who did not. 

He was, he continued, a verbalist, and he 
believed that education in thig country should 
turn away from the phraseological style that 
they were accustomed to in the past and turn 
its face to the facts of Ilife—agricultural, 
industrial, and commercial. The old system of 
education was, undoubtedly, directed by the 
supposed desirability of producing clerks, pro- 
fessional men, people whose business it was 
to rea dthings, to write things, to speak 
things, but not to make things. In the rural 
districts the effect of that education was to 
root the young people out of the country and 
out of the community to which they belonged. 

A certain line of life was laid out for 
Johnnie or Tommie, and the rest had to fit 
in to the plan of education sketched out for 
him. The Civil Service exercised an influence 
all over the country, even to the Western sea- 
board. To become a civil servant was the 
design of life held out by rural education, 
which completely failed to have any reaction cn 
the agriculture, industry, or commerce of the 
country. The rural communities were taught 
to regard their surroundings as things to be 
thown behind them. 

He aimed at changing al! that, but he did 
not see his way to do it all at once. The 
way had to be explored, and he did not 
cherish the illusion that a Ministerial depart- 
ment would be able to shape out the way by 
itself. He wanted the people to recognise 
that such a change ought to be made, that 
such a change was to be expected. The 
same applied to city life. 

If it were true that in proportion to re- 
venue they were spending more than other 
countries on education they ought to be proud 
of it, but they should certainly see that they 
should get better value for it. He had spoken 
in as general terms as possible as to his views, 
but he did not feel in a position to go into 
details : 

Continuing, the Minister for Education said 
that he would endeavour to remove the criti- 
cism as to the absence of reports by making 
statistical information available. As to the 
appointment of an Advisory Committee, he 
thought it would be well to have the ideas 
expressed by deputies worked out for the 
benefit of the community. He would like to 
see the leaven at work for a short time 
before setting up an advisory council in 
order to direct the Minister in his policy. 

With regard to school buildings, it seemed 
to him that this country, considering its taxa- 
tion in the past, should long ago have been 
provided with school buildings far in advance 
of those which it at present. The 
present unsatisfactory buildings for school ac- 
comnodation must be charged to the grievous 
nerlect of public interest in the past. That 
was not the proper time to make up for de- 
ficiencies in that t. Building was 
much more difficult than in the past, 
and schools could not be erected 
as in the past with the aid of gratuitous and 
semi-gratuitous work. They would have to 
be built on a business basis. The schools 
in Dublin were sufficient for the present at- 
tendance. If the attendance was normal 
there would be overcrowding. 

If public premises, like barracks, in Dublin 
were over from the State to the urban 
authority, he trusted it would be made a 
condition that sufficient of these buildin 
would be reserv for accommoda- 
tion.

HEALTH INSURANGCE.—At a_ recent 
meeting of the members of the Prudential 
Health Insurance Society a report of the Com. 
mittee of Management for the half-year ended 
December, 1923, was submitted.
